Previously withdrawn Claim 16 has been rejoined since Claim 1 is considered 
generic. 

In the Claims: 

The dependency of Claim 16 has been changed from "claim 15" to - - claim 1 - -. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Prior Art does not teach an inflatable curtain where the uppermost edge of the 
airbag when the airbag is in the inflated stated extends downwardly from the roll when 
the airbag is in the rolled uninflated state. This limitation requires that the lowermost 
position of the uppermost edge of the airbag when in the inflated state be below the 
bottom of the roll when in the rolled uninflated state such that it "extends downwardly 
from the roll".
